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DETAILED ACTION 


Drawings 


1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the plastic material must be shown in 
the cross-sectional views or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show the plastic 
material in the cross-sectional views as described in the specification at page 6, lines 28-30. 
Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 


3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction of the 
following is required: the closing device is produced from thermoplastic injection-molded parts 
"clipped" together.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 


5. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. There is no description of clipping the parts of the closing 
device together. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Specifically, the claims are rejected for the following reasons: 

As a result of using "control means" and "sealing means", claims 1 and 2 fail to meet the 
3-prong analysis of a "means plus function" claim set forth in the "Supplemental Examination 
Guidelines" effective June 21 , 2000 and published in the Official Gazette on July 25, 2000. If 
applicant desires to invoke 35 USC 112, 6 th paragraph, applicant must either modify the claims 
to include the phrase "means for" or show that even though the phrase "means for" is not used, 
the claim limitations are written as a function to be performed and does not recite sufficient 
structure, material, or acts which would preclude application of 35 USC 112, 6 th paragraph. 

The phrase "in particular" renders the claim indefinite since it is unclear if the limitation 
following the phrase is intended to be claimed as part of the instant invention. 

What structure is represented by "on a leak tight connection of the closing device? 

Dependent claims not specifically mentioned are rejected as depending from rejected 
base claims since they inherently contain the same deficiencies therein. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 


obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brill (Us 
1 ,977,302) in view of Krone (DE 40 23 978). 

Brill teaches the claimed closing device except for cams at the journals and bores. 

Krone teaches a hinge having journals and bores forming cams. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of hinge having journals and bores forming cams. Doing so allows 
for manipulation of the lid to any desired angle. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Various hinge arrangements and closures similar to that disclosed and/or claimed 
are cited for their disclosures.
